The Jast 
to appear was Assistant Secretary 
of ghe Treasury Andrews, in 
charge of prohibition enforcement, 
who said in reply to. a leading 
question. by Senator Harreld of 
Oklahoma, dry chairman of = the 
very dry committee, that he did not 
favor a change in the Voilstead act 
to permit the sale of beer. 

Stands by Original Testimony. 

Andrews, however, stated that 
he d not desire to repudiate his 
earlier testimony that sale of non- 
intoxicating beer, under Govern- 
ment regulation, for consumption 
on the premises where sold, would 
probably be “helpful” tn prohibi- 
tion enforcement. That statement 
had called down on Andrews’ head 
the wrath of some of the more 
extreme of the dry leaders. His 
testimony today was applauded in 


formal announceménts’ from the 
Ww. C. T. U. and other dry organi- 
zations. 


Just before he adjourned the 
hearings sine die, Harreld rose to 
a question of “personal privilege” 
in erder to deny that he had been 
arbitrary in any of his rulings.

Harreld said that the “fear of 
an adverse report” by the _  sub- 
committee on wet bills was prob- 
ably in the background of the com- 
plaints against his rulings. 
Harreld said it was not Incum- 
bent on the subcommitted to make 
any report on the hearings. The 
limit of its power, as he under- 
stood them, was to report back to 
the full Judiciary Committee. 
“Personally,” he added, “TI am 
not in favor of making any report 
for publication at all as it would 
be in the main only the precon- 
ceived opinions of various mem- 
bers of the conimittee.” 

Harreld’s statement confirmed

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 24.— 
A six-hour hearing was held in 
Federal Court here today, in the 
Government’s effort to force Lem 
Motlow and his two business as- 
sociates, T. A. Heffernan and Har- 
ry Dahlman, to trial in Indianapolis 
on the charge of participating in 
the conspiracy for unlawful re- 
moval of whisky from the Jack 
Daniel warehouse in St. Louis in 
1923. 

George Remus, former million- 
aire bootlegger, head of the syndi- 
cate which bought the Jack Daniel 
distillery stock from Motlow, Was 
a witness for the Government. The 
ease went over until] next Friday, 
when the Government promises to 
offer additional evidence. 

In the hearing, before Judge 
Gore, two matters are being ar- 
zued simultaneously. One is the 
fiovernment’s application for a 
writ of return, under which the 
three men may be forced to an- 
ewer the charges at Indianapolis. 
In this, the Government is appeal- 
ing from the decision rendered here 
last fall by Commissioner Luck, 
who held that the Indianapolis in- 
dictment did not show probable 
eause of guilt of the three Ten- 
nessee men.

CATHEDRAL FUNERAL 


It Has Walls of Black Marble 
With Gold Veins, White 
Floor With Black Border. 


Last of the four chapels in the 
Catholic Cathedral of St. Louis, 
the Chapel of All Souls, now vir- 
tually completed at a cost of $100,- 
000, is of an entirely different 
conception: from the other three, 
which were finished some time 


ago. 

It is a funeral chapel, and 
such has walls of black marble 
with heavy gold veins. Three pil- 
lars of white, pencil-yeined mar- 
ble, bearing large crosses of black 
marble, separate it from an alsle 
of the nave. The floor is of 
white, with a black border, and 
before the altar is a metal-bor- 
dered slab to hold a bier, on 
which is the fleur de lis, emble- 
matic of St. Louis, and a_ torch, 
and the Latin phrase, Requies- 
cat in Pace (Rest In Peace). 

Altar of White Marble. 

The altaris white marble, rich- 
ly ornamented in gold and blue 
mosaic of simple lines. It stands 
before a high, narrow arch, in 
which a bronze grating probably 
will be installed. A large figure 
of the Savior, with outstretched 
arms, is being made to stand on 
the altar. 

There are six narrow, high win- 
dows of dark stained glass on the 
right-hand side, giving an_ east 
light. Emblems of immortality 
are on the ceiling in mosaic. 
order, from the altar end, they are 
a grail, an anchor, with the Greek 
letters, Alpha and Omega; a can- 
dle and a dove. 

On the eastern wall, near .the 
ceiling, are the coats-of-arms of

Other Work Progressing. 
This chapel is at the southeast- 
ern, or Newstead avenue and Lin- 
dell boulevard, corner of the Ca- 
thedral.

“Mr. Wheeler,’ he said, “has 
no more right to charge me with 
being actuated solely by a desire 
to get liquor with a kick in it 
than I have to characterize him as 
a nit-wit and a faker.” 

Not only, he continued, could 
Congress change tke definition of 
alcoholic liquor in the Volstead 
act, but it would be quite within 
its rights if it should even go fur- 
ther and restore the old-time dis- 
tinction between “ardent’’ spirits 
on the one hand, and beer and 
wine on the other, so that both 
beer and wine would be complete- 
ly dropped out of the purview of 
the eighteenth amendment. 
Serious Condition$ in the South. 

Figures on the seizures of stills 
in the South, Codman said, indi- 
cated ‘‘a serious condition’’ in 
States where the Methodist and 
Baptist churches held sway. 

‘It appears,” he _ said, “that 
while pastors of these churches 
have been preaching prohibition in 
Congress, their parishioners back 
home have been busily engaged in 
making moonshine.” 

The shot was obviously intend- 
ed, in part, for Congressman Up- 
shaw of Georgia, a former evange- 
list, who was sitting close by the 
table at which the speaker stood. 

Codman recited statistics which 
showed that in Georgia, with a 
population of about 3,000,000, 
about 31,000 stills were seized in 
1925. 


“That would be one still for 
every 200 persons, men, women 
and children, in the State,” he 


commented, “and if you accept 
Gen. Andrews’ estimate that his 
agents probably did not get more 
than one still out of ten, it would 
mean one still to every ten persons 
in the State.” 

One Still to 20 Alabamans. 

On the same basis he figured 
that the seizures in Alabama rep- 
resented one still for every 20 per- 
sons. 

“This,” he said, “is a shocking 
showing for these very dry and 
very virtuous states of the South.”

CITY HIT BY 40-MILE 
CALE FROM SOUTHWEST 


Considerable Damage Caused 
—Pedestrians Inconvenienced 
and Air Mail Delayed. 


A 40-mile gale from the South- 


west swept over St. Louis yester- 
day, causing considerable property 
damage and great inconvenience 
to pedestrians, who found it hard 
to remain afoot during the recur- 
ring gusts and meny persons had 
to chase hats over busy streets. 

The Chicago-St, Louis air mail 
was delayed and the plane nar- 
rowly escaped being wrecked in 
the gale. In the city a number 
of awnings were torn away, some 
Plate glass windows smashed and 
signs broken off. Considerable 
damage to fruit and shade trees 
was reported from outlying dis- 
tricts. 

Edmond Chartrand, 202 West 
Stein street, who says he is more 
than 100 years old, was knocked 
down when a gate swung open 
suddenly as he passed 7730 Minne- 
sota avenue on foot. He was 
bruised afd unable to rise until 
policemen assisted him. 

The gale, according 
Weather Bureau, was general in 
the Middle West. It was caused 
by a low pressure area over the 
Great Lakes region, followed by 
a high pressure area. At 7 a. m. 
yesterday the wind velocity was 17 
miles an hour. By the afternoon 
it was 40, subsiding only occa- 
sionally. 

The Chicago air mail arrived at 
Lambert-St. Louis field at 2:25 p. 
m.,; about three hours late. Pilot 
Philip Love had battled for four 
hours against a head wind, whicn 
he said attained a velocity of 60 
miles an hour at an altitude of 
1500 feet. 

Pilot Love left Chicago at 8:45 a. 
m. instead of 6 a. m. because o! 
the wind. The flight to Peoria, 125 
miles, required two hours of bat- 
tling against the gale. After land- 
ing at Peoria a gust of wind carf- 
ried the 5000-pound plane back- 
ward for 30 feet, breaking a fit- 
ting on the tail skid, and mechan- 
ics worked until 12:15 before Love 
could again take off.

SHALL WE PASS OR WELCH? 

A bill designed to settle American and German war 
claims was recently introduced in the House by Rep 
resentative Mills of New York. It proposed to return 
the property of Germans which the Government 
seized during the war, and which, under the terms 
of the Versailles treaty, as well as the separate treaty 
of peace entered into between the United States and 
Germany, ts still held by the Alien Property Cus 
todian as security for the claims of American citi- 
zens against Germany. 

The return of this property to {ts German owners 
would leave unsecured the claims of American citi- 
zens against Germany. It would practically void 
their claims. Such action might be legal, but it 
woulg be miserably cheap. The Mills bill, accord- 
ingly, provides that our Government pay the Amert- 
can claimants, and to that end proposes a Govern- 
ment bond issue of $250,000,000, which would be con- 
sidered a loan from the United States to Germany. 

This bill is indorsed by the President and also by 
the Treasury Department. It has been severely at- 
tacked by Representative Garner, who calls it a 
“rigantic steal” and charges that the author, Mr.

DIRT ON LINCOLN ROUTE 


NNIOWA NOW 124 MILES 


Reduction in Amount of Road 
in-State That Causes Trouble 
After Rain.

With completion of paving on 
the Lincoln highway between Mar- 
shalltown, Ia., and the Story Coun- 
ty Hne, there are now 162 miles 
of concrete pavement on the Lia- 
coln highway, 79 miles of gravel 
road, 124 miles of graded dirt road 
and 4 miles of ungraded dirt, in 


Iowa, 

So in wet weather there are now 
128 miles of mud to be traversed 
by the tourists crossing Iowa, 4 
far better showing than that a 
few years ago. 

Concrete paving on the TAncoln 
highway across Linn and Marshall 
counties in 1925 appears to have 
greatly stimulated the sentiment 
for hard-surfaced roads all over 
the state. Clinton was the first 
lowa County to pave {ts Lincoln 
highway. The results of this pav- 
ing were so satisfactory to its tax- 
payers that the electors of Clinton 
County voted, in February, 1926, 
another bond issue of $1,000,000. 
In Johnson County, lying imme- 
diately south of Linn County, a 
bond issue of $1,453,000 for paving 
primary and graveling secondary 
roads was submitted to the voters. 
The issue prevailed by a majority 
at 7 @ i. 

As a result of the action § in 
Johnson County, it is now believed 
that similar bond issues will carry 
in Cedar, Benton and Tama coun- 
ties this year . Each of these coun- 


ties has approximately 24 miles of | 


unpaved Lincoln highway. 

The State Highway Commission 
desires to see paving completed 
across each of these counties. 
Should their electors vote as did 
those in Johnson County, this will 
reduce the unpaved and ungraveled 
Iincoln highway mileage in that 
state to 56 miles, all of which is 
situated in Pottawattamlie, Harri- 
son and Crawford counties, the 
threa most westerly counties on 
the Lincoln highway in Iowa. 

The remaining 128 miles of dirt 
road will be properly’ surfaced 
within the next fgur years (if the 
plans of the Iowa State Highway. 
Commission are carried through). 
Then Iowa will have a completed 
Lincoln highway.

WO-WAY telephone conversa- 
tions between San Francisco, 
California, and Geneva, Swit- 
zeriand, more than a quarter of 
the way around the earth, are 
not only conceivable but th 
land telephone and radio links necessary for 
such a connection are already in existence. 
and it will doubtless be only a matter of 
time before the achievement is a reality. 

For many years telephone conversations 
between New York and San Francisco have 
been an every-day occurrence. 80 have con- 
versations between London and Paris and 
7eneva. And, with the recent #uccesea of 
two-way transatlantic telephony, an official 
of the telephone company in [Boaton seatcd 
at the ordinary telephone in his home, was 
able to talk and listen to a friend in his 
London home, who was also using the ordi- 
nary instrument! 

So far transatlantic telephony has not 
been made available for every-day use, but 
it has nearly passed the experimental! stage. 
Every week-end now New York experts of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, using radio equipment that throws 
dots and dashes across the Atlantic for the 
Radio Corporation of America on week days, 
ring up London and intensively experiment 
with the ethereal telephone line that they 
have established. Soon it is probable that 
an ordinary subscriber in New York will be 
able to call up a London friend, nearly as 
easily as he now talks to Brooklyn. Provid- 
ed, of course, he has the price.

To accomplish this remarkable feat it was 
necessary to combine the radio with land 
telephony. From the long-distance office at 
24 Walker street, New York, the voices of 
the speakers were carried over long-distance 
lines to Rocky Point, Long Island, where 
the powerful radio station of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America was employed to turn 
the voice into radio waves on a 6260 meter 
wave length, far more than that used tn ti 
ordinary broadcasting.

and again in 1923, on

But all these teats 
were one-way conve!

Not until 
within the last few 
months has it been 
possible to converse 
back and forth across 
the Atlantic. Every 
Saturday night and 
Sunday, for many 
weeks, tlese tests have 
been in progress. On 
the first occasion when 
outeiders were allowed 
to take part in them, 
a group of New York 
newspaper men talked 
from their office in 
New York to the Lon- 
don Central Exchange, 
where a group of 
their British colleagues 
were listening. The 
Americans and En- 
glishmen heard each 
other as clearly as if 
they. had been in the 
saine city, and not sep- 
arated by both time 
and space, for when it was 11 o'clock in the 
morning in New York it was 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon in London. 

In later teste the special transmitters used 
on this occasion were dispensed with. and 
telephone officiala in theiz homes around 
New York and Boston were connected with 
the transatlantic apparatus over their regu- 
lar lines and through the ordinary ex- 
changes. In London, too, some of the sapeak- 
ere were enjoying their Sunday at home, and 
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AUSTIN BAILEY, engineer of 
the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, acting as 
operator at the exchange 
where American telephone 
stations are plugged in on 
London.

France Is Building a Monu-

ONTRASTING sharply with the 
passing of many of the good 
restaurants in St. Louis, comes 
the news that the French, after 
a hundred years, still find it du- 
tiful and becoming to honor the 
memory of that prince of fine eaters of the 
good old days—Anthelme Briliat-Savarin. 
In his native town of Belley, picturesque 
little Alpine city not far from the Rhine, a 
monument is now arising to mark the cen- 
tenary of his death. 


It is doubtful if the rising cafeteria gen- 
erations of America could appreciate a man 
like Brillat-Savarin. It is safe to venture 
the assertion that they would not honor 
him with a monument after a hundred years. 
Alas, one even suspects that the inventor 
of “hot dog’’ would be a more likely candi- 
date for tombstone tributes than the man 
who glorified gastronomy as a fine art. Bur 
the French— Ah, there is a difference' 
Although sorely beleaguered by the vile 
hash houses, the vulgar delicatessen dives 
of this evil economic age, France is fighting 
to keep the sacred flame alive. The French- 
man's super-rensitive appetite is dving hard. 
He stil] retains in his make-up hereditary 
memories of dining as it was in the brilliant 
times of Louis XIV, or of Hugo, Balzac and 
Brillat-Savarin. 

Where could one find now a leg of mut- 
ton 80 palatably roasted that a man could 
devour it all at one sitting? Balzac wes 
wom to perform that feat with regubarity. 
In what society nowadays would a roast 
turkey be inadequate for a pair of appe- 
tites? Hugo's standing complaint was thet 
although the turkey was the New World's 
greatest cift to the old, it was neverthe- 
less a most unsatisfactory bird—too big 
for one and not big enough for two. 


In this day, even in gastronomic France, 
one doesn't find food so appetizing as to 
keep a man eating from early morning until 
late at night as Louis XIV habitually did 
However prodigious may have been the 
capacity of Louis, the fabulous quantity of 
food. he stored away certainly conetituted 
& tribute to the cooks of his time. It is 
& matter of record that for his first mea! 
of the day—about 6 a. m.—he would put 
out of sight four cutlets, a fat chicken, eggs, 
ham and a bottle and a half of champagne, 
after which he would go off hunting and 
come back with a tremendous appetite. One 
of his dinners (the records exist) consisted 
of eight plates of meat, six of poultry, four 
of fish, several kinds of game, soup and 
pastry. When he went on a journey the 
royal traveler would be accompanied by 
cooks. vintners and a storehouse of food. 
Eating would begin as soon as he wes in 
the coach, the courtiers and ladies being 
Obliged to keep pace with him or incur his 
displeasure. This feasting he kept up as 
long as the journey lasted and it is maid 
he always arrived at his destination hungry. 


F COURSE, good eating now isn't 
Q) =: it was then, as regards quan- 
tity at least, but the ‘artistic’

and Brillat-Savarin is its’ patron saint. 


It must be understood that Brillat- 
Severin wae not merely a good eater and 
hothing more, as some good eaters are, or 
were. He was a brilliant and honored states- 
Man of his time. But it was not as a legis- 
lator that he became celebrated before the 
World) His fame he owed to the delicate 
sensibility of his palate and to an extraordi- 
aary book which it inspired. Hardly any- 
body of the present day has ever heard of 
Brillat-Savarin, the lawyer. Almost every- 
body has heard of Brillat-Savarin, the epi- 
cure, the author of that remarkably enter- 
taining and informative work, “‘The Phys- 
lology of Taste" Widely renowned are ite 
“phorisms: lofty and pungent its words of 
Wisdom 


Not a heavy eater, but a connoisseur of 
food, was Brillat-Savarin. Who else ever 
Owned a palate so astute that upon tasting 
& fish tt eould immediately determine 
Whether that aquatic morsel had been 
aught above or below a dam’ Who else 
Could taste bottle after bottle of wine and 
tell precisely in what latitude that wine was 
‘ged? Who else could partake of a roasted 
‘ow! and state upon which leg the bird had 
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roosted heaviest? Mayhap the world wil! 
never see again a gourmet like Brillat- 
Savarin. Only France could have produced 
one. 


American eating now appears to have be 
come almost a lost art. The days when 
roasts were roasts and dining was an avo 
cation to be practiced reverently are gore. 
At present the rush is to the cafeteria: the 
‘“‘meal-a-minute”’ lunch counter where hur- 
rying hordes gulp coffee and sandwich in 
a race with the clock; the “hot dog” stand. 
and the roadside barbecue. Speed has 
triumphed in the match with taste and 
the pleasure of eating is nearing extinction. 
What a fall from the age of Brillat-Savarin! 


ECAUSE so many restaurantes have 

been named for him, a great many 

Americans cling to the notion that 
Brillat-Savarin was a chef. He wasn't. 
That is, not by profession. But he was 
thoroughly acquainted with the ,culi- 
nary art in theory. practice and result. 
Of a family for many generations eminent 
in politics, he was born in  Belley in 
1755. He followed in the footsteps of 
his forefathers, becoming in 17898 a mem- 
ber of the Constituent Assembly, a body 
composed of all that was most brilliant in 
the youth of France of that day. Later he 
was appointed president of the Superior 
Civil Court of the Department of Ain and 
subsequently a Justice of the Court of Cas- 
sation. His eloquence was described as re 
markable. Through all his political career, 
however, he was attached more in practice 
to the phflosophy of Epicurus than that of 
Zeno and never permitted judicial labors to 
interfere with his social life or the com- 
position of his book, which he regarded as 
the great work of hie life. In 1793 he was 
elected Mayor of Belley and spent there the 
season of the Retgn of Terror. Later he 
was forced to fly to Switzerland to escape 
the revolutionists and finally sought in 
America the repose denied him in his native 
land. Two years he spent teaching French 
in Boston, New York and Philadelphia and 
for a time earned his living as a musician; 
playing the violin in the orchestra of the 
Park Theater in the American metropolis. 
With the fall of Robespierre, however, Bril- 
lat-Savarin went back to his native shores 
and for many vears thereafter devoted him- 
self to his court duties and his book, which 
represented a lifetime effort, being compiled 
as it was of observations accumulated over 
half a century. He died in Paris, February 
2. 1826, at the age of 71, loved as a 
pleasant guest and deeply respected for his 
vast range of general information. 

Most probably it was the charm of its 
composition that brought his text-book for 
gourmets such tremendous popularity. 
Through all its wide range of topics dis- 
cuesed there runs a tone of grandiose pro- 
fundity, a droll mock-seriousness which, 
coupled with its wealth of anecdote, made 
of it a work of humor as well as a treatise 
of science. Far from being a glutton such 
as were some of his renowned ‘contem- 
poraries, Brillat-Savarin was satisfied by 
the simplest of meals, but he had one un-

others, it would appear that the 
stomache of the French aristocracy needed 
considerably more than excitement. to’ 
lure them into such appalling indiscra- 
tions. At a dinne? given at Lille on Jan- 
vary 17, 1462, in honor of Phflip the 
Good, the menu consisted of 192 dishes. The 
decorations of the hal) were changed with 
each service, so that the feast lasted all day. 
Some of the dishes were quite as big as 
the guests (out of one of them a nude wom- 
an emerged) and wine merchants kept up 
a procession around the table with caske of 
wine from which they filled the goblets. 
At this period and until centuries later, the 
glasses or goblets of guests were not placed 
on the table beside them. They were too 
large. Diners then were prodigious drink- 
ers just as they were prodigtous eaters and 
the glasses were kept—in safety’—on a 
sideboard and passed over to the guest by 
a servant when the diner wished to drink. 
As a result there had to be about as many 
servants as guests. 
Women in those days were quite ae vo- 
racious as the men. When a banquet was 
given to Catherine de Medici by the City of

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Paris in 1545, it is stated authoritatively, 
the array of roasts alone. a comparatively 
small part of the feast, comprised peacocks. 
pheasants, swans, capons, herons, fowls, 
pigs, rabbits, deer, hares, geese, quails, bus- 
tarda, and cranes—and it was the custom 
in those days to roast animals whole. The 
Queen, in order to be properly gracious, 
had to taste everything served, and this she 
did. At least history says she did. How- 
ever, a chronicler named )’Bstotle adds that 
she ate so many cocks’ 


“felt she would burst.” Small wonder! 


The Chevalier d'Eon, ht ie related, was. 


reputed to be a “small eater” and satisfied 
with’ a mere nothing. Yet one day when 
he was quite alone he ate for his luncheon 
a melon, a matelote of eels, a carp, two 
chickens, a dish made of four pigeons and 
a rabbit, a tart, some beans and a large 
array of fruit. 

Still other celebrated examples of incred- 
ible gorging are to be found, and among 
them the clergy is well represented. On 
March 30. 1571, a “Lenten” repast was 
served up to the Archbishop of Paris con- 
sisting of four large fresh salmon, 10 turbot, 
12 lobsters, 60 pounds of whale, 200 tripes 
of cod, a basket of mussels, 9 fresh shad, 
18 trout. 17 pike, 62 carp, 18 lampreys, 200 
large prawns. 200 whtte herrings, 200 sour 
herrings, 80 salted salmon, 18 plaice, 3 
baskets of whitebait and 600 frogs! 

Presumebly hie Eminence had some 
gueste, some holy canons or devout monks, 
to fast with him, but most modern stomachs 
would probably have been more than satis- 
fied with the tripes of cod and passed the 
rest—above all, the whale! 

Strangely enough, indigestion seems to 
have been rare even after such gargantuan 
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feasts as these. Bleeding, it is said, some- 
times had to be resorted to as a measure 
against discomfort but this was a simple 
affair. Occasionally, of course, there were 
accidents and even fatalities from over-eat- 
ing. It is recorded that a Parisian named 
Verdelet, a “newly rich,” one day bought 
3000 carp and had a monster pie made of 
their tongues. Of this he ate so immoder- 
ately that he died of indigestion and the 
fatality excited muctf comment. That was 
in the fifteenth century. 

By the eighteenth century. Brillat-Geve- 
rin's time, people had begun to contro! their 
appetites, apparently as a result of discover- 
ing that they might be just as healthy and 
vastly more comfortable from eating lese. 
In 1714 a publication called “The New 
Royal Cook-Book”’ stated that a dinner 
should consist of only four services. But 
this was still fairly generous, as each service 
for a dinner for 80 people might comprise 
43 dish®s; or a total of 172 dishes for the 
meal, not counting appetizers and desserts. 
In those Gays. too, the appetizers were meals 


in themeelves—biack puddings, sausages, 
pigs’ ears, fat hams and so on. 
It must not be inferred that Brillat- 


Savarin by commending exeitation of taste 
through culinary skill sanctioned such glut- 
tony as that of which some of his fellows 
were guilty. Like all famous gastron- 
omists, he preached moderation, as he him- 
self practiced. His contention was simply 
that the pleasure incident to the necessity 
of eating might be immeasurably increased 
by intelligent discrimination on the part of 


the diner.

“6. Because the impressions it recetves 
are durable and dependent on our wil! 

“6. Because.when we eat we receive a 
certain indefinable and peculiar impression 
of happiness originating in instinctive con- 
science. When we eat, too, we repair our 
losses and prolong our lives. . .

it is often covered with scales and asperi- 
tiles, and has no circumflex motion. 

“The tongue of man, on the contrary, 
from the delicacy of its texture and the 
different membranes by which it is sur- 
rounded and which are near to it, an- 
nounces the sublimity of the operations to 
which it is destined. 

‘Animals are limited in their taste; some 
live only on vegetables, others on flesh; 
Others feed altogether on grain; none know 
anything of composite flavors. 

“‘Man is omnivorous. All that is edible 
is subjected to his vast appetite, a thing 
which causes gustatory powers proportion- 
ate to the use he has to make of them. 
The apparatus of taste is a rare perfection 
of man and we have only to see him use 
it to be satisfied of it.”’ 

Brillat-Savarin held to the view that all 
were not created with equal capacity for 
tasting and enjoying food any more than 
with equal capacity for storing it away. In 
some tongues, he pointed out, there were 
three times as many sensitive feelers as in 
others, and this circumstance, he held, ex- 
plained readily why one of two guests sit- 
ting at the same table would give evidence 
of delight while the other appeared to eat 
from constraint. The latter simply didn't 
have a properly equipped tongue. Gastro- 
nomically speaking, he was deaf and dumb. 

That gourmandising contributed to long 
life and happiness, and to beauty in women, 
Brillat-Savarin was convinced. Good cheer, 
he declared, is far from being injurious and 
other things being equal, gourmands liv» 
longer than other people. One of his fa- 
vorite boasts was that he could determin« 
at a glance whether or not persons he met 
were endowed with a superior sense of taste.
